When  the  proposed  Private  Bill  is  of  a local  nature, 
the  notice  shall  be  furthermore  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  therein,  then  in  the  nearest 
electoral  district  in  which  a newspaper  is  published. 


Such  notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or

Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private,  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 
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The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company.

And  whereas  applications  are  occasionally  re- 
ceived for  grazing  leases  of  lands  in  the  Railway 
Belt  outside  of  the  Kamloops  Division,  which  are 
reported  to  he  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes: 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  and  in  order  that  leases  may  be 
granted  in  such  cases,  is  pleased  to  amend  the 
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regulations  above  referred  to  ho  that  they  shall 
apply  to  tin1  whole  of  tlic  Railway  licit,  and  the 
said  regulations  arc  hereby  so  amended  accord 
ingly.
